Hi Tom. 

A mechanical connection is about the best way to do it. Some of the old 
telephones (I think) had serrated, cupped, washers that just clamped down on 
the wire & penetrated/wedged the fine wires. 

I've tried wrapping a small, abt #20 or smaller, wire around the fone 
wire for 8-10 tight turns, then used that to go around a small screw like 
you mention, or solder to a lug. 

The fine thread/wire combination was probably for flexibility. 
hope this helps

Other companies in the antique phone business should be able to supply them 
also. You may have to modify the telephone style lugs for the PL-55, as 
they used a lug with a tiny (maybe #4) ring lug rather than a spade lug. 
When I was young (long ago) I used to salvage these lugs from old phone 
cords, prying the crimp open with an icepick so I could reuse them.

Hi Tom, 


That stuff is called tinsel wire. The tinsel is usually 
something springy like phosphor bronze. This results in 
very flexible wire that doesn't fatigue and break. 


Antique-telephone people have things called toothy lugs (or 
something like that) that can be directly crimped onto the 
wire and the teeth penetrate and make connection. Most have 
ring connections that would fit the plug. 


But, of course, you have no toothy lugs. Try the following: 
Cut away about 1/8-1/4 inch of the outer insulation with a 
scissors exposing the tinsel. Stick a piece of #22 solid 
wire up the middle of the strand. Wrap closely with piece 
of #30 wire. (You can unwrap some from stranded hookup 
wire.) Start by serving the outer insulation and then work 
your way down around the tinsel and out onto the #22. Now 
tin the whole thing with solder. Now you can form a loop 
and and connect to the little screws in the PL-55. (Does 
anyone have one of those screwdrivers with the locating pin 
that goes into the hole in the screw that they would part 
with?) 


If you're dealing with pin plugs, you cut off the exposed 
#22 and solder the served end into the pin.

I have had good success by tightly spiral wrapping some small guage solid 
wire (like 24Ga) around the "tinsel wire", like a spring, then flowing 
solder into it - leave a short "tail" of the solid wire off the end to 
make the connection. 


> I also have a 1950's type PL-55 phone plug that uses tiny screws to which I 
> can make a connection-- any chance anyone would know how to make a 
> connection from this fabric/wire headphone cord to one of those? 


Same as above. Originally these cords had small lugs crimped on them.
